But while 
in Europe or America the fluctuation 

in the value of national atocks are as a 
rule in proportion to the importance of 
the circumatances which affect them, 
the monetary barometer in China rises 
and falls in an gnaceouutable manner. 














When people in other countries lose 
their heads in a time of panic the prices 
of stocks may be disproportionalily re- 
duoed for a lime, but this is generally 
pat right without much deluy. The 
daily prices of stocks therefore corres- 
pond with great closeness to the condi- 
tion of the political world, the state of 
the money market, and the oredit of 
whose stocks are denlt 
in, os in some railway com- 
panies in Englaud cocasionnlly fall 
undor the power of bands of specula- 
tors who raise or depress them to suit 
their own ends, Bat generally epeal 
the railways whose sliares are dealt with 
in that fashion are more or less rotten 
concerns, whose indebteduess is groator 
than their revenues can bear, In 
America gigautic railway systems aro 
in the hands of auscrupulous speculators 
who aro reckless of the damage they 
do to the interests of shareholders, so 
long as they reap their ill-made profits, 
‘The web of chionnery is so skilfally 
woven and used in the United States 
railway world, that gront variations in 
Jues are produced without any oston- 
sible reasons, and large fortunes are 
nequired by uusorupuloas men, bat 
always at the expense of the oredit 
of the companies whose and 
stocks they have been working with, Ree 
cviverships, liquidations, baukruptci 
mark the track over whioh the in. 
genious Wall Street speculators have 
passed, Bat if the arts by which these 
men gain their wealth are rainous 
to such concerns as railways, how 
fatal may they bo to banking com. 
panies, whose credit is as delicate 
and as ensily destroyed as tho re- 
putation of a woman! Now, there 
is nothing which excites the suspicion 
of ordinary people, of dealers in money, 
depositors, and investors, so much 
great aud unaccountable flactuations in 
the market value of a bank’s shares. 
‘There is an old-fashioned liking among 
the public for steadiness in the pricos 
of bank shares. When they rise it 
should be in proportion to the effect 
which something that has taken place, or, 
better still, from a gradual inorease in 
legitimate business. Wild aud inexplion- 
ble variations in value within a few days 
would produce alarm among the share. 
holders of the oldest and most highly 
esteemed bank in England, or for the 
matter of that in any other part of 
the world. Shareholders would porocive 
that apparently unreasonable specula. 
tive trausaotions, producing heavy flac 
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funtions the market value of their 
, Were as dangerous to the bank 
in which they were investors, as they 
hind been to numerous other concerns 
of whose rnin auch gambling had 
been the ominous forerunner, There 
ia no need to say that we do not 
bolieve there is anything iu the posi- 
tion of the local bank which should 
give such general remarks us theso a 
specinl npplication to its shareholders 
ock, We draw attention to what 
iously affected” other similar 
institutions in other parts of the world, 
because what proved a danger to them 
may very ensily become a danger to 
others, even to the strongest bank in 
the world, Such fluctuations as we 
havo recently seen in the value of the 
shares of the local bank, are not only 
very unusual in (hat class of securities, 
but wo. venture to say have hitherto 
been unknown in che dealings in sonud 
atooks anywhero, It is quite trae that 
the condition of political affairs and the 
consequent abridgement of all kinds of 
onterpriza in this part of the world 
unke such a stock as that of the 
Hongkong aud Shanghai Bank some- 
what sensitive for the time. But no- 
thing which has occurred justifies the 
recent heavy fluctuations in its value. 
Prudent people will therefore arguo that 
the sales which produce a fall one day, 
tnd the purohinses which enuse a rebound 
of ton per cont, immodiately afterwards, 
fre uot such as should occur in the 
ateok of a bauk, ‘They will argue, 
eithor that wenk speculators deal in 
the stock to an unjustifiable extent, 
and are unable to hold when any 
ramour roffies the confidence of the 
public for a moment, or that rich and 
unsorupalous speculators, or those who 
obtain oarly aud dishonest information 
about mattors affecting the bank, which 
whould be kept secret, are able to 
take adrautage of their wealth or credit, 
and their position, to cause a great and 
sudden rise in the value of the bank's 
shares. All this makes to the injary 
of tho real interests of the bank, how= 
evor much it may inorense the fortunes 
of some of ita directors and their 
hangers on, and promote the epright- 
liness of share-brokera. And it is for 
thie renon thnt we cull attention to 
tho peculiar manner, exceptional in 
this cliss of securities, in which the 
shares of the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Bunk aro kicked about in this market 
and in Hongkong. A true and steady 
ninrket for bank shares never yot was 
arrived at by such meana as are con 
stantly employed to munipulate the 
shares of tho bank, and never will be, 
Bourds of Directors in other parts of 
the world get their fncos steadfastly 
against speculation in their shares. 
Thore is nothing special in business 
China which mukes what is ang: 
and discreditable elsewhere, safe and 
creditable here, Speculative seasons 
will recur, and the crops of those 
who haste to be rich will be peren- 
nial in the future as in the past; 
but we, and we believe the steady

‘Tite story of the crushing dofeat sus- 
tained in Koangsi by the Freuch may 
be tld in a few words. It appears 
that, having enptured Lang:son, somo 
troops advanced across the frontier, 
thereby invading China Peoper—a step 
for which it is difficult to imagine any 
justification whatever. At or near 
Lang-chow, Lowever, they were mict 
by a force of eeveral thousand Chinese 
soldiera, by whom they were utterly 
routed; and falling back upon L 
son-—which they ought never to 
left—they discovered that that i 
portant position had likewise beou 
wrested from their grasp. ‘I'heir loss 
in killed and wounded was hoavy, and 
Genoral Négrior was ono of the soverost 
sufferers. It sounds cruel to ask, as 
many doubtless will asl, Que diable 
allaient-ils faire dans cette galére? 
Bat the question comes too Inte. On 
nows of the disaster renching Paris, 0 
stormy eceue took place in the Chatu- 
ber of Deputies. M. Ferry, in maki 
his confession, asked for a credit of 
two hundred millions of francs aud fifty 
thougaud mon, The demand was re- 
fused, nnd the Promior was taunted 
with having grossly and systema. 
tically deceived the country in the 
matter of the camprigu from begin. 
ning to ond, After this there was 
nothing for it but resignation ; and the 
Forry Ministry, having planged Franco 
into au unjust and unnecessary war, 
having attempted to cover its failures 
with specious promises and transparent 
protoxts, aud having now ineurred the 
odiam of a terrible and Lamiliating 
digastor, is condemned to inglorioas 
retirement, The French have not 
up well in this campaign, and the Chinese 
willuot. feel much respect forcommanders 
‘Nisny, aro eminently suscess- 
ng and sinking defoncelese 
junks, and making the jankmen pri- 
soners, but who lave novertheless been 
beaton out of the field when attemp 
amore sorious enterprise, It is astrange 
and most noteworthy fact that the 
refusal of the Chambers to send out the 
reinforcements demanded was decided 
upon in full knowledge of the disaster 
at Lung-chow ; and this eau only mean 
that the representatives of the French 
Republic lave decided to necept tho 
defeat of their arms and retire disgrace- 
fully from the struggle, But that euch 
& policy will be persisted in we ennnot 
fora moment believe, Aftor all, the 
defout sustained by French arms in 
Kaungsi involved uo splendid victory 
for China, It is no disgrace for fifteen 
handred men to be beaten by several 
thougand; if any disgrace attaches to 
Frauce iu the matter it must be eld to 
acerue from the fatal folly of the com- 
mander, who, with so small a foroe, went 
where he lind no business to go. But, as 
affuirs etand at present, there seem only 
{wo couraes open, France must either

China, or she must recal the decision 
arrived at by the Chambers in their 
moment of exasperation, and pass the 
vote for two hundred million francs and 
fifty thousand reinforcements, There 
are only these two alternatives, and 
it is impossible to believe that the 
nation will meekly acquiesce in the 
former. Tho sudden rise in Consols 
is of course due to the prospects of an

Tr is not for us to form conjectures as 
to the motives which induce the French 
lo keep up a sort of pacific demoustra- 
tion at Chinhai, The naval policy of 
France in these waters has an eloment of 
mystery in it which we do not pretend 
to fathom, and people generally are 
coming to the conclusion that it is a 
wiser course just to await events than 
to speculate and wouder what is coming 
next. Judging, however, from the 
interesting letters we publish els 
where from Ningpo, it sooms that there 
really is no necessity for further sus- 
pending commanications with that port.

Since it has been found 
that the French do not interfere with 
legitimate trade, but rather encourage it, 
there has been great activity among the 
shipping, and the river is already pretty 
wellclenred of sea-going janks.”

renlly frighten the Chinoso statesmen 
into submission is possible enough. 
But, for yome reason or other, tho 
French do not intend to tuke it; aud, 
having once decided upon this policy, 
it remning for them simply to establish 
themselves strongly and permanently 
in Tonquin, in a way that would render 
the permission of the Chinese, or their 
recoguition of tho fact, a matter of 
pure indifference, But the medium 
course has been proved entirely futile, 
It has failed to move the Chinese an+ 
thorities one jot; and the recent suc. 
cesses of the Chinesegenorals in Kuangsi © 
lins naturally rendered them extremely 
jubilant and confirmed them in their de- 
termination, ‘That o very serious cam. 
paign is looming in the future must ba 
plain to everybody; but as far as oan 
be seen at present, it will’ be confiued 
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to the territory in dispute. We trust, 
for the ake of both France and China, 
‘as woll as for that of all other countries 
whose interests are involved, that tho 
new Onbinet—when it is formed—will 
prosecute the odious duty bequeathed 
to it by the Government of M. Ferry 
with vigour and despatch ; that the 
Chambers will no longer have reason 
to complain of being hoodwinked ; and 
that the Tsang-li Yamén will be ad- 
vised to make such concessions with 
regard to the actual points at issue as 
shall curtail, as far as possible, the 
wretched struggle which is deing 80 
muoh harm to every one.

France and China appear to be briefly 
these. An armistice is said to have 
beou agreed to; and in the mean- 
time representatives of the two coun- 
tries are to be appointed, who will 
meet and try to come to an under- 
standing on the basis of the Fournier 
Treaty. The scepticism which greeted 
the intelligence as to pence haying 
been definitively arranged with France 
is eo far justified, that the step now 
purely proliminary ; and that 
scepticism is even now, wo believe, fully 
shared by those of our Fronch fellow- 
residents who mny be regarded as 
gouerally woll informed. It hns been 
stated that M. Constans is the man 
who las brought about the present 
rapprochement, M, Constans is a Radi 
cul of somewhat raddy hue, and is 
credited with strong auti-warlike pro-

Ir a Chinese is asked about the 
of his own country, it will be fou 
constitute no small part of Lis mental 
farniture, The Sba Ching has made 
him somewhat ncquainted with Yao 
and Shun 4,000 yenrs ago. ‘The Yi- 
Ching has told him about Fa Hai and 
Shdu Nang a few centuries enclier. 
These two great points in the old 
annals being apprehended by him, bis 
idea of the stream of history in its 
beginning becomes defied. Wise men 
taught the people to grow out of bar- 
lization, and gave them 
rte. on 
tem of antiquity, 
atadied the motions of the heavenly 
bodies, aud fixed the calendar, Wise 
men undertook the control of China’s 
system of rivers when they overflowed 
theie banks, Wise men taught the 
peoplo the daly of filial piety and 
loyalty, and established among all 
clauses of society suitable relations of 
harmony. Beside these things also the 
Jonrner kuows about the three dynasties 
that followed Yao and Shun ; the Hsin, 
when there were ten thousand baron 
paying homage to the Emperor, the 
Shang, whou the namber of these baro- 
nies become greatly reduced, and tho 
Chon, when, during a brief revolation, 
two sages, father aud sou, came to the 
front, developed a highly constructive 
genius, nnd estublisbed the China which 
Confucius knew, While China then 
possessed as its horitage the grent 
institutions of the past, disturbing 
elements had entered. Imperial power 
and anthority had became a sliadow, 
and the country was split up into states 
destined ench ‘to struggle with all the 
rest the superior success of one 
conquered tho others, and restored a 
single monarchy. After this, the Chinese 
student is carried through the dynasties 
of the two thousand yenrs that have 
intervened from the days of the great 
Conqueror till now.

Mr. R. W. Lrrrix said—Mr. Chairman 
and Gentlemen, you will be glad to know 
that I do not propose to make a very ong 
speech in bringing forward this resolution 
to-day. The subject has been so well 
thrashed out during the last two months 
in various letters and articles in the news- 
papers, and in conversation ; and a good 

jeal of what I intended to say has been so 
ably expressed in a letter which appeared 
in this morning’s paper, from Mr. J. D. 
Bishop ; that it is hardly necessary to de- 
tain you long. A serious objection has 
‘been made to the action of the Electric 
Company in calling this meeting, because 
there is an opinion which carries a great 
deal of weight that a resolution which has 
been ed Or Soon oe at an annual 
meeting ought not to be brought up again ; 
but that the action ought to be taken as 
final. In ordi cases of course this 
should be so; and the Land Regulations, 
in providing that it should require at least 
five and twenty Ratepayers to call a. — 
meeting, make it almost certain a 
special meeting would not be called to up- 
set what had been done unless the matter 
was urgent, and of considerable importance. 
‘The reasons of the Electric Company 
were given briefly in a letter to the 
Municipal Council sent in shortly after the 
‘annual meeting. They were that a major- 
ity of fonr votes seemed a very small 
majority on which to discontinue such an 
important thing as the electric lighting of 
all the principal streets of the Settlement. 
Besides that, out of some 251 or 252 elec- 
tors, only 38, or less than 20 per cent., 
threw out the resolution of the Electric 
Company. It has been argued by the 
Electric Company that public fecling 
here is very strongly in favour of main- 
taining the electric light; and I con- 
fess I was not prepared to find that the 
public feeling was so strong in favour of 
electric lighti undoubtedly is. As no 
doubt the meeting is aware, a letter ad- 
dressed to the Council has been circulated 
among residents. It is not very long, and 
I might well read it. It is as follows :—

‘We are, Gentlemen, 
‘Your obedient Servants, 
‘These letters have received something like 
215 or 216 signatures, hardly any of whom 
are voters ; they are neatly all people who, 
though they are not allowed to vote because 
they do not pay taxes on Ts. a year, 
have as much interest as any individual here 
in the welfare of the Settlement, and inthe 
due regard for economy. Besides that, as 
I mentioned at the annual meeting, there 
is a very considerably signed petition sent 
in from Chinese Ratepayers in favour of the 
light ; in fact I do not know anybody, even 
the most ardent and interested supporter of 
gas, who can deny that there is a very strong 
redominance of feeling in the Settlement 
in favour of the electric light. Perhaps 
the gravest question, and the question 
which caused certainly many yotes to be 
given against the Electric Light at the 
annual meeting, is the question of finance. 
That the Settlement is in a bad way finan- 
cially is well known; but after all, the 
saving by doing away with the electric 

light is very small—amounting probabl; 
this year at the most to about Tis. 4, 
The amount actually cut out from the bud. 
get as Tis 5,000, but the saving will not 
so much as that. Divided among the 
Ratepayers this saving is so small that 
practically it is not worth considering. The 
resolution which has been printed contaii 
a clause at the end suggesting that if nec 
sary the Council shall be authorized to issue 
debentures for such extra sum as the passing 
of this resolution—if it is passed, as I hope 
—will necessitate the Council’ ding. 
‘That clause was added to the resolution at 
the suggestion of the acting Chairman of 
the Council ; because he naturally felt that, 
if the Council were asked to spend this 
money, some means should be given them 
to provide it. At the same time I have 
no doubt that a great many Ratepayers 
do not consider that paying current expenses 
out of debentures is a good plan. But 
after all, though it may be necessary to 
issue more debentures, it is difficult to take 
out particular items from the Municipal 
budget and say, this is paid by debontures 
and this is die out of taxation. The 

















‘Municipal budget must be taken as a whole, 
and it cannot be gravely argued that the 
extra expenditure of or Tis. 
4,000 that the proposition will entail ought 
to be refused because it will be necessary 
to issue debentures for it. Reverting to 
the reasons for calling this meeting, the 
Electric Company were naturally disap. 
inted at the failure of their resolution ; 
But there is no doubt. that the fact 
that the Municipal Council had provided 
in their budget for the continuance of 
the electric light had a great deal to do 
with keeping away from the mecting those 
who were in favour of it. They thought 
that the Council, having’ put it in their 
budget, would do their best to support it. 
Of course it is obvious that, the Ratepayers 
having decided to cutoff Tls. 5,000, theCoun- 
cil felt that the Ratepayers had condemned 
the budget to that extent, aud thet they 
were consequently more or less excuse 
for voting against it. I only mention this 
because the fact that people who were 
in favour of the electric light did not 
come and vote on that occasion was due 
to a considerable extent to the clectric 
light having been provided for in the 
budget, and to the belie that the Council 
would ’ consequently do their best to 
ss it Tt as been suggested that the 
jectric Company have received the support 
‘of the Ratepayers so far toa considerable 
extent out of a feeling of personal kindness 
to melt, "Of course no one could be more 
sensible to the kind feeling of the Rate. 
payers than Iam; but at the same time I 
should be sorry ‘if the resolution werg 
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passed solely asa mark of fecling to myself. 
T trust you will pass the resolution to-day 
from a feeling that though the electric light 


is slightly more expensive than gas, it is 
Iuch superior to gas; and that if we 
ack to gas, as Mr. Bishop remarks, we 


0 
0 not know when we shall get the electric 
Tight again; and it will be a bad thing 
for ourselves, and a bad thing for the 
Chinamen among whom we live; if we take 
Such a stop backwards as the discontinu- 
ance of the electric light would be. (Checrs.) 
‘The resolution which I beg to move is :— 


Resolution IIT.—Thatthe Municipal Coun- 
cil be and is hereby instructed to continuefor 
one year from and after the 30th of June next 
the contract at present existing with the 
Shanghai Electric Company ; and for that 
purpose to expend such a sum as may be 
necessary in oxcess of the antount set apart 
for lighting in the Budget as passed at the 
last Annual Meeting of Ratepayers; and 
be farther authorised, if necessary, to add 
such extra sum to the amount which the 
Municipal Council was authorised at the 
said Annual Meeting to raise by deben- 
tures, 

‘Mr, Watvewriout—I beg to second that 
resolution. I do so on the one hand be- 
cause it is quite certain that the electriclight 
is the best known illuminant, and it is 
the best known check upon the Gas Com- 
pany—-(Cheors) ;—and on the other hand it 
would be a very great discouragement to 
enterprise in Shanghai if this Company 
were now annihilated, which the rejection 
of this resolution would amount to ; and it 
would be a very bad lesson to the Chinese, 
as the mover of the resolution has just 
pointed out. For these reasons I second 
the resolution, 

The Cuairman then read the resolution 
to the meeting, 

‘Mr. Rovrxsox—Sir, 1 sympathise a 
great deal with Mr. Little, and I feel per- 
suaded that the seconder of the motion, 
who is generally in the right—(Iaughter 
and cheers),—may be so upon this occa- 
sion ; but I wish to point out to the meet 
ing that inasmuch as we have had a decision 
of the Court of Consuls concerning altera- 
tions in the budget at special meetings, it 
strikes mo very forcibly that the resolution 
which is before the mecting, whether 
carried or not carried, cannot be en- 
forced—(Hear, hear).—Therefore, though 
I sympathiso’ entirely with the motion 
should like to see the electric light 
continued—that is not the point I want 
to speak on at all. What I do want 
to speak about is that I think this meeting 
of Ratepayers is not entitled to pass the 
resolution which it is asked to pass. 

‘Mr. Droxvoxp—Mr. Chairman, might 
Lask Mr. Robinson to stato what tho deci 
sion is to which he refers? Ho states that 
‘a docision of the Court of Consuls has boon 
given. 

Mr. Rosrxsox—It was in the case of the 
Jinriesha Licenses, in which I think you 
took a somewhat prominent part.—(Lauigh- 
ter. 

‘Mr. Drvantosp—Mr. Chairman, that is 
perfectly correctly, what Mr. Robinson has 
said, But though I have not looked at it 
since, I think if he would look at it he 
would find that it refers to a question 
of licenses, and that these can only be 
dealt with’ at the annual meeting. But 
there is nothing to prevent questions 
such as this being gone into at a special 
meeting—(Hear, hiear.)—In Article 25 of 
the Land Regulations you will find the 
following ‘words: ‘ The Council shall 
administer the public funds for the public 
use and benefit, at their discretion, with 















due regard to the budget passed, provided | 


they do not exceed the sum voted at the 
annualmeeting, or any special meetingcalled 
to vote expenses.” ‘That would appear to 
show clearly that by these Land Regula- 
tions it is competent to have a special meet- 
ing and at that special meeting to vote 
expenditure, and that the Council are 





authorised to spend money which has been 
voted either at the annual meeting or at a 
special meeting. I think it will be found 
on reference to that decision—I am speak- 
ing entirely from memory, and without 
looking at it, but I dare say'it is a matter 
which can be discovered in a very few 
minutes—I think it will be found that that 
decision does not touch this case at all. It 
was confined, if I remember rightly, to the 

muestion of licenses, which must, by the 

and Regulations, be passed at the annual 
meeting, and that only. If that is so, it 
has no application to this motion, and under 
Articles 15 and 25 of the Land Regulations 
it is quite competent to this meeting to 
pass this resolution and have it carried out. 

‘Mr. Morntsos—Mr. Chairman, before 
this resolution is by this meeting, or 
is even considered by this meeting, I think 
it is the duty of someone to call attention 
to the very peculiar position of our finances 
at present. When the budget was placed 
before the annual meeting, it was found 
necessary to include provision for raising 
no less than Tls. 59,000 by debentures, of 
which a considerable portion was to’ be 
applied to current expenses. A resolution 





| was passed which took away the extra 2 per 


cent. of house-tax, thereby diminishing our 
receipts by something like Tis. 11,000, and 
raising the deficiency to something like 
Tis. 70,000, Against that, a resolution was 
passed re-imposing wharfago dues ; and I 
think I am correct in stating that there 
is very little chance of these bringing 
in more than about Tis. 20,000 this year. 
Consequently we have to face a deficit, 
compared with the original budget, of 
about Tis. 50,000. ‘The Council were in- 
structed to discontinue their contract with 
the Electric Company, thereby saving an 
amount which was roughly estimated at 
‘is. 5,000.—1 am not prepared to dis- 
cuss the question whether it is ‘Tis. 4,000 
or Tis. 5,000; but at all events it is a 
considerable saving. Now, Sir, if the 
community were absolutely bankrupt, if 
we had no hope of retrieving our finances, 
I should think it would be a matter of very 
little importance whether we spont an 








extra Ta, 4,000 or Tis. 5,000.—(Laughter.) | 


—But I do not think we are in that_posi- 
tion. I think we have only to cut our 
coat according to our cloth. We have not 
Got the money to pay for our ordinary 
expenses, and on that account I voted 
against the electric light at the annual 
meeting ; and on that account I shall 
vote against it now. I know that 
there are a large number of people out-

fered very much with the financial position 
of this Scttlement. The one argument 
which has been brought forward in favour of 
continuing the clectric light which I con- 
sider strong, is that to do away with it will 
be a great Blow to private enterprise. But 
in spite of that, Sir, I think we are bound 
in duty to ourselves, and in duty to our 
successors, who will have to pay interest 
on these debentures, to do without the 
electric light. One point which was touched 
upon by Mx. Little very lightly is of very 
considerable importance—that of over- 
throwing at a special mecting a vote passed 
at an annual meeting. It is quite right 
that there should be an opportunity of 
reconsidering a matter when, after the 
meeting, the circumstances have become 
changed ; but in this case nothing of the sort 
has happened. It is simply a case of the 
losing party at the annual meeting try- 
ing to gain a vote at a new mectin; 
and the community is placed in this awk- 
ward position, it is in the power of the 
Company to ‘call several mectings, one 
after the other, in the hope of eventually 
getting one vote in its favour. It is hardly 
in the power of the community on the 
other sideto call a mectingto reconsider that 














vote, because when we have once passed 
the resolution we have practically instructed 
the Council to make a contract. Therefore 
we may vote six or eight times, and if at 
the end of that time the Company once gets 
a voté in their favour they are the winners, 
Any action of that sort on the part of the 
Company should be discouragéd ; we ought 
not to allow the Company to deal with the 
finances of the Settlement in that war If 
wwe vote for the Electric Company, although 
we do something for private enterprise 
We shall be striking a blow at the good 
government of the Settlement. I beg 
therefore to enter my protest against the 
resolution. With regard to the question 
of Municipal debentures, I presume that 
if the motion is carried it will be necessary 
to raise funds somehow; but I hope 
no debentures will be issued on such a 
loosely worded motion, It would be a 
serious thing if, years afterwards, that 
motion should be called in question. "There 
is no notice with regard to the interest to be 
payable on those debentures, no notice 
with regard to the amount of the deben- 
tures. The resolution would enable the 
Council at, their discretion to issue deben- 
tures for Tis. 100,000 at 10 per cent. Ido 
not mean that the Council would do 805 
but it is absolutely necesary that the mo- 
tion should be worded much more strictly, 
I trust that if it should be necessary to 
issue debentures, a special motion will be 
brought forward authorising their issue in 
‘a more definite manner. 

Mr. How—Mr, Chairman and gentle: 
men, I do not believe that the contingency 
anticipated by Mr. Morrison, that the 
Council will issue debentures for Tis, 
100,000, is at all likely to occur, because 
doubt very much whether they would be 
able to find people to take up that amount. 
But the probability that they will have to 
pay 0 per cent. per annum is much more 
likely. The Council found themselves at 
tho “beginning of his year with debit 
balance of Ts, 32,000; and I apres 
hend that at ‘the ‘ond’ of the current 

ar that balance — presuming that the 

jank will allow us to continue the over+ 
draft—will not be less than ‘Tis. 50,000 or

debentures, we are, by such a Proceeding, 
destroying our credit. It is not possible 
| for the Municipality at the present time to 
ip the interest on its debentures without 
| borrowing from the Banks. That, I sub- 
mit, is not a proper position for the Settle- 
ment to be in, and to continue such a 
course is a scandal to a mercantile com- 
munity. 

Mr. Kixeswuui—With regard to_ the 
position of the Electric Company, I am 
surry to wee that om teu vuvaoivue tho noite 
attempt has been made. This is not a ques. 
fion of public, expediency or o, question of 
finance, but simply a striggle between the 
Electric Company and the Shanghai Gas 
Company. Now I stand here, as I have 
stood here before, as an advocate neither 
of one company nor the other ; I care not a 
jot for either of them. I simply wish that 
the Settlement should be properly lighted, 
and at a cost within the means of the 
Municipal Council. Now it is only too 
apparent from what has come out at the 
last meeting and at this meeting, that 
the finances of the Settlement are in an 
extremely bad condition—we cannot go 
on without borrowing money. And we 
are asked on the top of that to raise further 
debentures, not for necessary expenditure 
but for something which is a pure luxury— 
we are asked to mortgage our property for 
the sake of putting gold braid on our coats. 
That is the position we are standing in with 
regard to continuing the contract with the 
Electric Company. But I will go further. 
‘This Electric Company, on the 26th day of 
June, 1884, entered into a contract with 
the Municipal Council to do certain things. 
Amongst other things the Company agreed 
to provide the necessary apparatus for 
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taking the following tests; (1) candle power 
test by photometer to be taken in terms of 
the usual standard candle as adopted in 
England ; (2) electric tests for current and 
potential ; (3) resistance test ; (4) an electric 
lamp and carbons. Now I need hardly say 
that it is notorious that not one of these 
tests, nor any of the apparatus for 
these tests has been provided by the 
Electric Company. After entering into 
ait engagement with the Municipal Council 
to provide lamps of 2,000 candle power, 
they simply tin round upon the Rate: 
payers and ‘say, “Oh, we provide you 
with what the Brush Company calls 2,000 
vandle lights.” Now I am not going to 
take up much of the time of the meeting— 
(Laughter and confusion; amidst which Mr. 

ingsmill’s remarks were inaudible ; but as 
far as could be gathered, he quoted an 
opinion that the so-called candle-power of 
the electric lamps produced by the com- 
panics in America was simply a farce.)—T 
have only. tc ask you to look yourselves 
at the lights. It’ is very easy to form 
@ tough estimate, and 1 ask any man to 
say whether they are 2,000 candle power 
ornot, I think there is very little doubt 
that they are not, But I may go further. 
—(The speaker's voice was again drowned 
by: loud tokens of impatience It is 
provided in the agreement that ‘The 

ompany shall keep at. its Central Station 
two sets of apparatus for producing light, 
#0 that one can be used in case of accident 
to the other. Now I have not had the 
curiosity—or, as some might call it, the 
meanness—to go and pry about the Com- 
pany’s works; but the duplicate set of 
‘apparatus, the proper proportion of boilers, 
cte., are not in existence—the agreement 
in this respect has never been carried 
out; the Company is not in a position 
to do it, and there is not the slightest 
probability of their ever being able to 
do it under present circumstances. ‘The 
Electrician to the Council has stated that the 
sum of Tis, 15,000 or Tls. 20,000 is the very 
least that would be required to put the lights 
in order. He speaks of the disgraceful con- 
dition of the insulation, and to this I can 
speak mysolf, I may say that the lamps them- 
selves are simply a disgrace, Every prin- 
ciple of what is right and what is reason- 
able in order to strengthen the light, to 
give the propor supply of light through the 
carbon points, has been ruthlessly dis- 
regarded. We have a light which is 
a simple disgrace to every person con- 
nected with it. It is uot within ‘the 
Power of the Company to put it into 
Teasonable order without an expendi- 
ture of fifteen, sixteen or more probably 
twenty thousand taels. I myself can testify 
that I have been offered shares in the Com- 
Pany i€ I will tako tho responsibility of 
simply writing down my name. ‘This 
amount has got to be raised by a shadowy 
company which has no existence, and this 
contract, has to be given to them on their 
simple promise that they will obtain this 
additional plant, and that they will pro- 
duce the light at the rate for which they 
have offered to do it—Tls, 15,000 a 

ear. Now we have the estimate of Mr. 

ishop that the cost of lighting the Settle- 
ment properly by eléctricity would be con- 
siderably more than the Tis. 15,000 men- 
tioned in the contract. We shall have to 
pay, not merely the Tis. 15,000, which 

joes not leave any profit for the original 
shareholders. This amount of money has 
got to be raised to put the work in proper 
order; and the expense of keeping up 
the electric light must be found by some 
means or other if we decide that we must 
have it, The shareholders are gone ; they 
are past—(Laughter.)—We aresimplycalled 
upon to put our hands in our pockets to 
try and retrieve the Company, which has 
gone completely to the dogs, and why are 
‘Wwe asked to do that? Simply from some 
fanciful idea that we are thereby promoting 
the cause of progress in China.

"If an 
opinion once recorded 1s to be considered 
as unalterable, like the laws of the Medes 
and Persians, then we shall be dealing with 
the government of this place in a manner in 
which the government of no other place in 
the world is dealt. with—ce: no place 
in a civilized country. 1 refer to the point 
mgth because I think Mr. Mowat's 
opinion will carry great weight with it, 

is is, I think, a fair case for reconsidering 
what was done. If our opinion is the same, 
then there is no harm done ; if it is dif. 
ferent, it shows that the opinion recorded 
before was not the real opinion of the 
majority of the Ratepayers, ‘There are one 
or two objections which have been touched 
upon. is that the wording. of tho 
resolution is so vague that it would givo 
the Council power to raise an unlimited 
amount by debentures. Now at the lastan- 
nual general mecting a resolution was passed 
reimposing wharfage dues, and itwas expect- 
ed that the result would be to bring into the 
coffers of the Municipal Council something 
like Tls. 50,000 additional during the cur- 
rent year. In addition to that, a resolu- 
tion was passed authorising the Council to 
raise Tis. 25,000 by debentures. There aro 
‘Tis. 75,000 ‘additional funds before it is 
necessary for the Council to act upon the 
resolution at all. Therefore the questi 
of a wide carrying out of that resolution is 
one that need have no importance whatever 
attached to it. Those aro the chief objoc- 

ions. Then Mr. Kingsmill raises an 

objection as to the financial position of 
the Company; he says that it is really 
not a company at all. That, I think, is 
really a question for the Company them- 
selves. They ask that the contract may be 
continued with them to the end of the year ; 
they ask for six months’ grace in which to 
reorganise themselves and place themselves 
ona sound financial basis. ‘The community 
does not want to go into the question whe- 
ther the lights are 2,000 candle-power or 
not; a pair of good ‘eyes are enough to 
show whether the light is a fairly good one 
ornot. That is the only machine that is 
necessary to test them. If it comes up to 
anything like a fairly good light, I think it 
has earned the right to have six months’ 
more grace given to it, and that is all that 
is asked for it. That will give time to 
show whether the electric light is a failure, 
so far as the community goes, or not. 

Mr. Hocc—Mr. Chairman, it would’ bo 
interesting, perhaps, in view of the financial 
discussion that has taken place, if we could 
glean from the Council ‘some facts as to 
our present financial position. IfI might 
venture to call upon the Vice-Chairman
